at  which  residents  from  the  Urban  District  may  attend.

Assistance  Institution  arid  Hospital  in  the  district  and  also 
Cottage  Hospital  which  is  maintained  by  voluntary  effort.

The  Isolation  Hospital,  controller  by 
a  Joint  Board ,  serves  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  and  has  41  e'  3; 
three  diseases  can  be  treated  concurrently.  There  is  modern  steam 
disinfecting  plant  in  use.  The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Ravensmoor  is 
available  for  both  Urban  and  Rural  cases. 


f.  Mortuary.  A  public  mortuary  is  maintained  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  this  is  used  jointly  by  the  Urban  and  Rural- 
Authorities.

IV.  HOUSING. 

Demolition  Orders  appear  to  have  been  made  in 
respect  of  two  houses  which  1  understand  were  very  old  and  insanitary. 

In  the  absence  of  specific  records  I  think  it  can  be  presumed  that  the 
increasingly  difficult  situation  in  regard  to  materials  and  labour  during 
the  yean  1941  had  the  effect  in  Nantwioh,  as  in  other  districts,  of 
•  reducing  repairs  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

V.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Premises  were  visited  in  connection  with 
notifiable  diseases  and  where  necessary  disinfections  were  carried  out, 
as  eh  so  in  the  case  of  removals  to  Sanatoria  or  upon  death  of  tuberculous 
persons.

VII.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1936.

There  is  no  record  available  of  visits  made  to  such 
premises  as  Bakehouses,  Factories,  Lodging  Houses.  Shops  etc.,  nor 
of  any  e.ction  taken  in  connection  with  Pail  Closers,  Eradication 
of  Vermin.  Whilst  pressure  of  other  special  duties  such  as  Civil 
Defence  Services  did  much  in  all  districts  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
routine  work  by  Sanitary  Inspectors,  I  think  it  mould  be  unrea.sone.ble 
to  assume  that  no  attention  whatever  was  given  to  the  natters
